unGtoe>B lor dooent society. To this obarga 
tbo BDBwar givea wos a compltts and abso- 
lata deuial. 

According to the story put forwerd on be- 
half of tbe prosecution. Lady TwIib was a 
person of irraptoaohable tbaraoier. Her 
knowledge of Mr, Cbafisrs was conQned to a 
slight acqaaintancs witb him as having beau 
tbe legal adviser of Madame GeUs — a lady 
of good reputatioD, nuder whose eare sVe re- 
sided for soma time in London — while tbe al- 
legatioaa as to her imputed guilty intimacy 
with tbe defendant were a foal and wilfol 
fulsabood. NqtbiDff woald »i$m at first 
sigbt more overwhelming than tbe lores of 
this denial. Lady Twiss' guardians, who 
reside in Belgium, gave most SBtiafsotory 
evideoce as to her nuptial life aod obaracier; 
a number of apparen^tly dislnterettad wit- 
□esses swore to dates and movements ott^rly 
incOEBistent witb tbe eircumstantial details 
put forward by Mr, Cbafieis on ths 
blstary of his alleged amBurs witb tbs 
lady ia quesetoo. Proofs of ioeon- 
testibly overwhelming weight wete adduced 
to show that Madame Oelas, whoever and 
wbativer she n:ay have bean, was a distinct 
personage from Lady Twiss; and what, per- 
haps, told more strongly than anything else, 
the nofortanate woman was placed in tba 
witoesa bos and dslivared her evidence, 
in tbs examioaiion in chief and during a 
vindictive croar-oxamination ooBdnoted by 
her petsacuior in perioo, with a directors*, 
timplioity and force which seemed almoii 
iccompBtibla with the theory of her having 
aoythicg dishonorable to eonoaal. Nodoabt 
there ware certain oircumttancea whiob still 
suggested suspicion. By a sirsogs fatality 
almost all tbo people wbo could have abso- 
lutely disproved tbe obargsa brongbt agaioit 
Lady Twias— her father, Madsmo Gelas, tbe 
man OoDstiot, and others ol a like iropor- 
tinoe — were either dead or miasiog. Still 
tbo prima facie evidence aa to thont er false- 
hood of tbe apeoiQc imputations brongbt 
agaicst her appeared so overwhelming that 
ihs oomraiital, if not tie conviction, of tha 
m>in CbaOsrs seemed an abaolnte cerlal&ty 
up to yeaterduy mornicg. 

By previous tRrcomeot tbo oiss for the 
proaeoutioo was tn have bsea cODcluded by 
tbe uddliion of oca or mare formal witQeeias 
ciH to lha poblication of the alleged libelv, 
und the defendant wss subssquenily to have 
ualitd such evidence ts he conld produce in 
nuppurt of b B dii'graoeful charge. Bat when 
tie court met, Mr. Poland, wbo bis condnc- 
lei the prosecution with singaiar jodgmOLt 
and delicacy, aunouDoed that L»dy Twits 
bar] declined any lurther oxaialnttion lo the 
wiinaas box, and had loft London, and that, 
therefore, ho was eompelled to withdraw 
from tbo proaecntioo. What may have been 
the mitive lor lb s extiaordioary deeisioo it 
i) impoiBible even to aaraiise. It would be 
crutl to add to the m s^ry which haa belallen 
ibis most unbtppy lody by apeealatio!? on 
the exact degree or color ttie sudden aban- 
donment of tb« ebarge leads lo tbe truth of 
Mr, Chaffer's acoDsations. Unleis wo mokt 
believe that all tbe chief witneiB'S for tbe 
proBQCutioa ware dcliheratjiy guilty of pei 
jary, wo oannot doubt that many of tbe 
worst imputdtioDS brought asaicst her by 
tbe 'Jefendrnt were incorrect, if cot bareleis. 
Still common sense forces trom cs tbs ao- 
knowledgmot.t, thai, by ber owo admission, 
Lidy Twiss tticds conviotod of not daring 
to lace ihe f )ul aiporB>oas utterod against 
ber good naue. What ber exact antecadect 
may have bano we noitbor ki^ow nor care to 
inquire; bat if the lea«t of tbo fants alleged 
aguinsi hei be t ue, she novej should have 
been Irt'odaoed into tbe prcsanco chamber 
of tbe Qaeas, lo say ootbini; of aocieiy it 
Urge. Less ibaa tills we would not be justi- 
fied in sayiog. Excuaes may be suggosied for 
the grave olfenee tbus commitud, bat, be 
these excuses what they may, Mr Chafrurs has 
succeeded in his ibrcat, aail has hlifhted a 
highly placed hous'^hoid beyond poi.iibility 
ol redemption. With rcSpect to the accused, 
wo ghall adil but little now, especially as he 
ia cilll cn hia defence for Hootber aliempt at 
extortion. But, in dismissing the oharge, the 
presiding ma^litrate addressed to him ihi 
following objurvatioQS: — "I am afraid tbai.,to 
tbe valgar and uneducated mind, your escape 
to, day may eonvey an tfflpreastoa that libel 
may not be malieious, but jaatlfiable, if true. 
I ouly hope that everybody wbo sees you walk 
forth a free nan from the withdrawal of this 
charge, will consider well the subject and not 
come to tho conclusion that libel ia justifi- 
able, however Iriiihful the etatoments may 
bo. With regard to what you have said as lo 
tho conduct of ihia woman, whose coarage 
haa (led aflor being bnivo for a few days, from 
ihoao frightful charges which, perhaps, some 
connection or kuowledgo of ber kat enabled 
you to make — 1 moK tell you that, to 
the and of {your days] for your conduct In 
makiug tbase chtrgas as a part of yoor de- 
fence, you will probably be aa abject of con- 
tempt to All weil-thlaklog meo, I have 
noiiiisg more to say to yoa, axeapt to oantioa 
you against imagining that these anfortunate 
people — toe husband loaded with diatreas and 
shamo owing to eonie weakness of his wife, 
Which mlKh*. have boon gbiolded from him, 
and the womi>a shrinking from tbe painful 
ni'Ceaaity of attoudiu({ this Court — can bo 
libelled with impunity. Let mo warn yoa 
not to repeat tbo trighttol tyranny which, 
from some knowledge yoa stay haro had, yoa 
have tried to exsroise npoa them." Thii 
hngaage, In Us just and geaaroaa iadignatiou, 
reflects with official force tha feeling of the 
publio mind. Ills bard to say wbetber tbe 
defendant's eondaot waa more iabaman, bliior 
and monatroua on the hypothttlt that bis 
alary was falgn or that il was line. Out be the 
.'acts, howover, what they may, pity must 
min(;ln with condi'innauon in the case ol 
Lilly Twias and of her unhapjiy husband; 
wbilal the vvorat infamy of o terrible dilclo- 
siire will weigh moal heavily upon blm who 
gaiaad tba merciless trlumpb.
